It is not our purpose at 
this time to discuss modes of 
water baptism, and really 
there is little reason to do this 
at any time, as_ there 
is only one mode that ' can 
rightfully be named baptism. 
When we, the Church of 
God, refer to water baptism 
at all it is always immersion, 
and no other form, 1s_ recog- 
nized as baptism. The only 
reason we ever use the word 


a little water poured or sprin- 
kled on them and they have 
been taught to call that bap- 
tism, so in order to make 
such people properly under- 
stand what we mean when 
we talk about baptism it be- 
comes necessary to use the 
word immersion as a means 
of explanation. 


The word “baptize” is not 


used in the Old Testament 
Scriptures. Its first usage is 
in connection with John the 
forerunner of Christ. All 
agree that his was water bap- 
tism. Itis also plain that 
when Jesus was baptized by 
him in Jorden it was water 
baptism. And if the word 
was used in connection with 
water only, there would be 
little chance for a misunder- 
standing about it, except on 
account of some teaching 
above referred to that sprink- 
ling and pouring is baptism. 
This of course affects some 
who have been trained under 
that kind of instructions, and 
it is not always easy for such 
people to get their conscience 
sufficiently purged until they

of our English words are used 
to express different things. 
For instance, notice the word 
“plane.” It means a “‘flat,level, 
even” surface. It also means 
“a carpenter’s tool.” In or- 
der to understand to which 
the speaker is referring you 
have to notice the subject of 
his conversation. It he is 
talking about a house or car- 
penter work and uses the 
word “plane” you will know 
at once that he means “plane 
a carpenter's tool.” If he is 
talking about the soil or coun- 
try where he has travled and 
“plane” you 
will know he means a_ level 


Now you have to take the 
word baptism in the same 
way. When John invited 
people to come to his bap- 
tism it is always understood 
that he meant ‘water bap- 
tism’”’, but when he referred 
to Jesus’ baptism it is readily 
seen that he meant something 
else. Now let us read one of 
John’s verses: “I indeed bap- 
tzie you with water unto re- 
pentance; but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, 
whose shoes I am not wor- 
thy to bear; he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire.” (Matt. 3:11) In 
this verse it is readily seen 
that “baptism” is not with 
water only, but also with the 
Holy Ghost and with fire. 


In the sentence, “The car- 
penter made the board plane 
by the use of a plane,” it can 
be seen that the first “plane” 
means a flat smooth surface, 
while the second “plane”’ is 
the carpenter’s tool. There. 
is no confusion in that be- 


cause itis common English 
language. There is no need

is not an act of itself, but an 
act of another. It should al- 
so be understood that it is 
not an act performed on one’s 
self by himself, but an act 
performed by one on another. 
If | was to dip myself in wat- 
er it would not be Scriptural 
baptism, but another must 
baptize me. I have heagd of 
some who claimed they bap- 
tized themselvés and ‘after- 
wards bapitzed others. But 
they were not baptized, they 
only immersed themselves in 
water which was not baptism. 


There area number of 
passages of Scripture in 
which “baptism” is found 
that are so plain that there is 
left no room for confusion, 
while there are still other 
passages that seema little 
more dark. Itis- the dark 
passages that needs the light 
turned on, and it may require 
the use of the plain passages 
to make the others clear For 
instance, in giving His last 
commission to His disciple as 
recorded by Math. and Mark. 
In Math. it is clear that He 
means water baptism while 
in Mark it is so. dark that 
some teach that it is water 
baptism while others teach 
that it 1s the bapitsm with the 
Holy Ghost. But this ought 
netto be misunderstood.

6:2, where the writ- 
er uses the word “baptisms” 
among other things from 
which we are to pass by pro- 
gressiveness. This shows 
we have passed by repen- 
tance, if we have repented; 
we have passed by baptisms, 
water, the Holy Ghost, etc., 
provided we have been bap- 
tized with water and with 
the Holy Ghost, ete., and af- 
ter while we will have passed 
by the resurrection and the 
last judgment. 

But we are only dealing 
now with “baptisms.” But 
I see yonder the apparent im- 
penetrable wall that many 
come upto and are never 
able to get it out of the way. 

We have 
been writing about baptisms,

words to explain this, for the 
Bible is plain if we get the 
plain side out. Paul is teach- 
ing about the union of the 
Jews and Gentiles, showing 
how that in Christ Jesus both 
are brought together into one 
body. “But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes 
were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ. For 
he is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath 
broken down the middle wall 
of partition between us, Hav- 
ing abolished is his flesh the 
enmity, even the law of com- 
mandments contained in or- 
dinances; for to make in him- 
selfof twain one new man, 
so making peace.” Eph.2:13- 
15. After Paul gives a fair 
explanation of how the Jews 
and Gentiles all came togeth- 
er through faith in Christ he 
adds, “There is one body.” 
Instead of there being two 
separate bodies, one of Jews, 
the other of Gentiles, there is 
now but one body because 
both Jews and Gentiles have 
accepted Christ. He con- 
tinues by saying, “One Spirit, 
even as ye called in ove 
hope of your calling; One 
Lord, one faith, oné baptism, 
One God and Father of all.” 
Now it is certainly easy to 
see that both Jews and Gén- 
tiles have one Lord and one 
faith, then it should be just as 
easy to see that both Jews 
and Gentiles have one _ bap- 
tism. 

When Peter preached to 
the Jews he instructed them 
to be baptized with water 
and with the Holy Ghost. 
He gave the Gentiles the 
same teaching. . They were 
both to get salvation the same 
way.

This is one very important| and they need no candle 


day that is greatly overlooked 
and probably not under- 
stood by some. Itis strange 
that a day of so great impor- 
tance should be so little no- 
ticed and talked of. 


It has been nearly two 
thousand years since the res- 
urrection of our Lord, or the 
first Easter Sunday, and dif- 
ferent nations have celebrat- 
ed the day since that time. 
In ancient times the celebra- 
tion of Easter lasted eight 
days. Formerly, it was the 
favorite time for performing 
the rites of baptism. Alms 
were dispensed to the poor 
and needy. Slaves received 
their freedom at that season. 

On Easter day the people 
saluted each other with the 
Easter kiss, and the exclama- 
tion: “He is risen.” The 
most characteristic Easter 
rite, and the one most wide- 
ly diffused, is the use of eggs. 

In some countries it used 
to be the custom for the 
young people to go out early 
on Easter Sunday and search 
for wild fowl eggs for break- 
fast, and it wasthought lucky 
to find them. 

From the Christian point 
of view this “feast of eggs” has 
usually been considered as 
emblematic of the resurrec- 
tion and of a future life. 

The first Easter day was a 
day of glad surprises to the 
disciples and those who 
loved the Lord, for on that 
day they were learning that 
the Lord was still alive and 
with them. It makes cur 
hearts to rejoice that the Lord 
is still with us. 


Prior to the Lord’s resur- 
rection, souls were in dark- 
ness. To be without the 
Lord is spiritual night. His 
coming is spiritual morning. 
When Jesus came to Betha- 
ny where Lazarus was dead, 
Jesus saidto Martha, “Il am 
the resurrection and life.”
